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NEW ABSTRACT 

The invention provides an optical layer (Fig. 1) having an array of light guides, the light guides being arranged such that when the 
optical layer is superimposed on an array of pixel devices arranged in a first lattice pattern, ihe lighi guides optically guide light from 
the pixel devices into a second lattice pattern. The invention also provides a display device for generating a pixellated image, the 
device having an array of pixel devices for generating ihe pixellated image, wherein each pixel in the image partially overlaps with at 
least one other pixel. 
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
